THE REBEL YELL 

At the beginning of the War Be- 
tween the States, there originated in 
the armies of the CSA a sound that 
became known as the "Rebel Yell". It 
was a war cry made by the Southern 
soldiers as they advanced in battle, 
and it has been described as an in- 
describable sound — half human, half- 
animal, part ghostly, which set ter- 
ror in the hearts of the Yankees. 

About 1934, MGM was making a pic- 
ture entitled "Operator 13". The 
staff of the CIC of the Pacific Div. 
of the UCV was asked to reproduce the 
"Rebel Yell" by a Confederate Veteran 
to be used on the sound track of the 
motion picture. Gen. S.S. Simmons was 
the CIC and had served as a Courier 
in Stuart's 8th Va. Cav. He was over 
90 years of age. He felt he could 
produce the yell. His voice is not 
heard on the film but was used to 
train a regiment of soldiers in. a 
charge. The General accepted no re- 
muneration for his services. MGM co- 
operated with the UDC in preserving 
the yell on a record. 

According to one source the record 
was a cherished relic of the UDC and 
was kept in a fire-proof vault in St. 
Louis. Transcriptions had, from time 
to time, been made. It would be in- 
teresting to find out if this record- 
ing still existed.

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WAR SERVICE MEDAL PRESENTED

sented with the SCV War Service Medal 
for his service to his country in 
time of war. Buck was a Lt. Colonel 
in the army from 19^-2 to 19^6. He 
served in the HQ of Gen. MacArthur in 
Tokyo and was a finance officer. Con- 
gratulations, Buck, and thanks for 
your patriotic service to your count- 
ry in time of war. 

These medals are available to those 
who served in the armed forces of the 
U.S. during times of armed conflict 
as specified by the VFW. The UDC al- 
so offers a like medal to the same 
men. For information on either, con- 
tact your Adjutant. 
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Beauvoir, the Jefferson Davis 
Shrine in Biloxi, Mississippi, has 
acquired the personal collection of 
noted historian, Dr. Francis A. lord. 
This collection consists of many rare 
and valuable artifacts. It numbers 
around 1,500 pieces and is considered 
one of the largest and best known 
collections of Confederate and Union 
artifacts. Some of the pieces have 
been featured in such publications as 
Civil War Collector's Encyclopedia 
and the American Heritage Calendar. 
The artifacts will be used for re- 
search purposes and for exhibition to 
the public. Acquisitions of this 
scope, value and renown are almost 
unheard of today.
